MADAGASCAR A FRENCH COLONY. 

The Bill Unanimously Approved by the 
Clianiber of Deputies. 

I'.wiis, June -5.— The committee of the 
('liiiinber of Deinities has unanimously 
ap|iri)Ved Ihe hill making .Madagascar a 
l''reiu'li colony. Previous to so doing the 
comniitlee was addressed by .M. Hano- 
taux, Minister for Foreign Affairs, who 
stated that the United States gov- 
ernment, in a firm and clear 
dispatch, hud insisted upon the 
necessity of a categorical declaration re- 
garding iinnexation. M. Hanotaux 
added that the government of Cireat 
Britain hiid also urged that the treaties 
between Miuhiiraacar and the foreign 
powers existed until the an- 
nexation of that islanil was nro- 
claiiiR'd by France.

On ^londay night Hector Sjiroat, en- 
gineer of the steamer Lyttoii, was pre- 
sented with the medal and memorial 
awarded him by the Royal Humane .So- 
ciety of London, England, for bravery in 
saving a fellow man from drowning at 
Trailflast October, and the occasion was 
made one of some little ceremony. 

All the whistles in Trail made them- 
selves heai-d when the C. & K. S. N. Co's 
new freight boat, "City of Trail," came 
into town on Tuesday mornihg. Every 
man in town was at the lamling to meet 
the namesake of our enibi-yo city. Capt. 
.T. W. Troup was on hand and showed 
tho visitors over his new boat. .She is 
162 feet long, , SO feet beam, tho hoki is 
5 feet deep, the engines 1-1 inch, with 
5 feet stroke, and the boilers carry 150 
pounds of steam. While the boat is 
built tor freighting, there are accommo- 
dations for a number of passengers - 
bortha, dining-room and smoking-room. 
The boat will run for the present be- 
tween Trail and Arrowhead, carrying 
coal, moving barges and doing general 
freighting. The Trail was built at Na- 
kusp. 

NEW DENVER. 

(From the Lcdi,'0.) 

At a depth of 15 feet the Crusader lead 
dips tiO per cent. This is a high grade 
proposition, and tho rock is strongly iui- 
preenated with native silver. 

The Begina is a claim next to the Two 
Friends and has a tunnel in 28 feet, with 
an eight inch streak of dry ore in a 
ledge four feet wide. Average assays 
show 300 ounces of silver and $25 in 
gold. 

The Ottawa is about one mile west of 
tho Arlington, on S[)ringer creek. Five 
men are driving a tunnel, and a new 
chute of veiw rich ore haa been struck 
below the abaft. Tho ledge is about 
three feet wide, and pure white silver is 
acattei-ed in it, but none in pockets. 
Average assays taken lUiring develop- 
ment show over 1,000 ounces of silver. 

Too much water has stopped work on 
the winze in the Two Friends. A cross- 
cut tunnel has been commenced. When 
finished it will be 195 feet in length, 
tapping the ore at a depth of 80 feet and 
affording plenty of stoping ground. 

At the Arlington the shaft is down 20 
feet without any change in the ledge. 

Tobin and Callanan have struck some 
line ore in the Dixie, a claim adjoining 
the Dayton. 

Assessment work on the No. .S, on 
Springer creek, caused the ledge to 
widen from 8 inches to 3 feet. Top as- 
says went in gold. 

Two men are woi king on the Pem- 
bina, a claim at the mouth of the I^locan 
river, owned by A. S. Reed and others. 
The ledge is 30 feet wide, and assays 
from top rock show $3 in gold.

The oxamiiuition of .1. lO. C. Liickwiwui, 
the bridge expei t, was conUiuu'd yesteiUiiy 
morning nt tlie coroner's inquiry, aoino 
time being taken up in his answering ques- 
tions us t(i tlu' strains on uuitc'1-iiil.s, iiiul in 
further e.xpluiiulioiis of iiis ovidt'iice on 
technicul jioints given the day before. Tlie 
explanation of teclmical terms also occu- 
pied time, as the glossary used l)y the 
learned coansel in their questions was 
soniewlmt diiTerent in many cases from 
wluit tlie witness hud met with in the prac- 
tice of tlie engineering profession. Tlii' 
witness stated that tlie object of hav- 
ing weldless iron in the speeilieations for 
tlie bridge was that tliouj.'h a iierfee! weld 
was just as good a.s weldless ii'iui, it wiis 
impossible to say whether a weld was |ier- 
fect or not ; as far as he eould lind out, all 
tlie iron of the bridge lie hud exumiaed was 
weldless; the extralieieht of a truss would 
not, he said, nrodiice more vibration of the 
briilge as a wliole, though perhaps allowing 
more oscillation to the inuividual diugon- 
ala; he did not think that acontiinious uji- 
per chord was superior to the sectional 
chord in use in the bridge. If an upper 
chord got more than its width out of line it 
would b(? apt, to collapse, but not otherwise; 
As the upper chords of the bridge were 
twelve i:iclie;j wiile they would have to get 
that much out of line" before lliey had a 
tendency to collapse ; ho had exunnned the 
truss still standing and <lid not lind the 
chords badly out of line. If one of the 
diagonal swiiy braces was tightened more 
than another that would have a tendency 
to draw the chords out of line; he did not 
know that fastening the lower sway bars to 
the lloor beams had any advontape over 
fastening them to the lower chord; tliere 
was a diU'erence of opinion among <'n- 
gineers as to which was ureferalile. lie bi'- 
lieved that the break in the lower elioni 
bur was caused in falling because there was 
a comparatively small strain on it when 
standing, not half the strain it was ligured 
for; it was also a short break showiiii; it 
broke from a shock and not a pidl ; besides 
the companion bar ^vus not broken and if 
one bar had broken from a strain while 
standing the other would have likely gyne 
also. He could not say that a bridge in 
falling would certainly break either 
a defective iron or wooden member. 
There was one of the lieanis now that was 
very rotten ami yet was not broken; he 
sliould say that the bridge in good condi- 
tion was safe for light cars, hut not for 
heavy ones; the sai^ limit of the iron in 
the truss would not be exceeded by a twelve 
ton car. It would be possible to settle prac- 
tically whether the bridge had been over- 
strained by too heavy continual tratlic by 
taking the levels of the truss still standing. 
As an engineer he would pass^a bridge of 
that kind in good condition for light tram- 
way tratlic for cars up to ten Ions; liy 
streiigi.beiiing the iloor beams ii.'ul hangers 
it could be made cajiable of heavier trallic ; 
it would not be patent to an engineer by 
merely looking ut the bridge to tell how 
much trallic it would carry; he would have 
to tigiiro the strains to tell; to keep the 
upper chords properly in line was fimply a 
matter of looking after the maintenance of 
bridge; the liip verticals (the iron rods that 
connected tne eml lloor beams with the 
angles of the ui>per chords) played no part 
whatever in the cause of the accident ; I lie 
floor beam with the broken hanger in it was 
one of the newer ones and was probably the 
beam that had been put in aiier t he acci- 
dent three years ai-'o, for (.'lark ill his evi- 
dence the (lay before had stated that he hnd 
bored the beam he put in for the hanger, 
whereas the other beams put in by 
the city were hung on stirrups; 
that beam was probably the centre one of 
the span, or the next one to it on the Vic- 
toria end. He had noticed that the broken 
tram stringer had parted at a pitchy 
knot in the wood and was •' brashy " look- 
ing lir; one of the vertical side posts was 
broken ; it evidently was the next one to 
the centre, either on the Esipiimalt or Vic- 
toria end. 

Alter hiuch, >fr. I.ockwood was put in 
the box again, and staled that he had 
since the niorning examined the eye bars 
and found that the heads were welded on ; 
welded iron was just as good as the 
weldless if the weld was a good one; the 
stringer with the knot in it broke just 
where it crossed the lloor beam, but he 
was not prepared to state positively that 
was the cause of the aeciileiit. Taking all 
things into account, the lloor beams were 
tlie weakest part of the bridge; he. bow- 
ever, held to 1 lie t liory that the stringer 
bad broken before the rotten lloor lieaii). 

Kdwanl Hall Warren, of Seattle, civil 
engineer, had for sixteen yuus been en- 
gaged in his profession, bridge work being 
largely his work; he liad heard most of 
Mr. Lockwood's testimony, iind so far as 
the strength of the bridge" was concerned, 
lie practical ly agreed with him in the re- 
sults at which be had arrived. As regards

beams boreil or oroilileil. 'I'lie broken lluiir 
beam of the t'nlu'ii s pun was oni' from I he 
centre on tbe I')si|iiiinalt eml ; he lueateil 
the beam with the broken hanger as |iroli- 
ablylheone from the cent re on the \'ie- 
toria eml ; his conclusions on the wood- 
work be had formed on an entirely inde- 
iienilent basis; he had never worked on a 
liridge like the Point Ellice bridge; ho had 
examined the stringers on wliicn the tram- 
way ran and found six whole ones and 
three halves ; one of the broken ones look- 
ed " brashv.'' 

1). K. Ailanis, bridge liuiliier, was an un- 
successful conipelilor when tbecontruet 
for biiililing the I'oiii' I'.llice bridge was 
let; he prophesied then that the bridge 
woulil meet with disaster because there was 
only half the iron ill it there ought to bo; 
the'siiccessful contractors skimped tbe iron 
in order to get the contract; the bridge was 
just a skeleton : he had never figured what 
the bridi;e would stand, hut he would not 
trust himself on it in a loaded car; all the 
iron l)rii!;:;'S built in the ICast he uiiiler- 
stood bad each jiiece tested, anil if it L'livi' 
way it was thrown away and if it stood the 
SI rai 11 it was [111 I in llie bridm'; that was 
where they built bridges that did not fall 
and kill people ; lie guessed the workman- 
ship of the I'oint ICIlice bridge was all right, 
but it was clieai); the way the braces were 
imt in was enough to kink it; a piece of 
iron on tlie lower chord, starting from tbe 
Victoria end of the shore span, was a three 
inch gas pipe with an inch ami 
a (piarter rod running tlirougli it; 
it looked like an immeu'^e jiiece 
but it was not anything hut a gas pipe: he 
was the correspondent who wrote to the 
iStan<iaril newsfiaiier at the time the bridge 
wasj built ami he styled the bridge then us 
a spider's web ami not lit for trallic.

Mr. Teiiipleiniui ia of o[)inioii tluit tlio 
Manitoba pchool (iiu'stioii ia ytill the 
principal issue l)otwoon Libenil.-; and 
Conservativea in tlie present contest. If 
he had read the recent utterances of hia 
leader on that subject and considered 
them carefully he could hardly have 
taken this ground. There can be no 
issue upon a subject about which parties 
are in substantial agreement. If the 
Conservatives believe in remedial legis- 
lation, and il the Liberals (avot reme- 
dial leuislaliou, remedial legislation ean- 
not possiblv be an issue between them. 
They may light because they hale 
each other or liecanse one party 
is in office and the other 
party out of ofhce ; but it is oerfeet non- 
sense to contend tiiat the issue is a sub- 
jiv. ui a ;ioiicy on whicli there is I'oally 
no (lillerenee of opinion lietween them. 
That this is the case with respect to the 
course to be pursued un the Manitoba 
school question can be very easily 
proved. 

It will be adnutted that the ( iov- 
ornmeni's pcjliey with regaiii tj 
the Manitoba schools is to i>re- 
vail upon tlio Manitoba (iovern- 
ment, if possible, to come to an amica- 
l)Ie settlement nitli the Roman Catholic 
minority, and if that caunot be done 
to resort to remedial legislation. 
What we oropose to do is to show from 
Mr. Laurier's own utterances tiiat this 
i?; exactly the position occupied by the 
pai ty (jf wliicli lie is the leader and the 
mouthpiece. In one of hia speeches in 
the House of Commons on the school 
<jnestion Mr. Laurier said: 

[ am certainly in favor of Remeiiial 
I.ei;islalion ; tjul where I diU'er is with 
regard to liie methods to be adopted and 
the procedure to be adopted. Hansard, 
2,87-'. 

A speech which Mr. Laiirier deli vereil 
in Quebec City on the (itli of M:iv last, 
contained the lollouing passai^e. Mr. 
Lauriei- spoke in Isn^^lish and tli(; |)as- 
sage is tahen from the 'roi'(jnt(j filoljc's 
report I li t be speech : 

.V little cxiilaiiation would have solved 
the jii'oblein, and if iiuitead of bavin;; at 
the head of all'.iii's j^ii/li men .--.s Sir 
Mackenzie I'owell you had sue'b a iuaii 
as Sir Oliver .Mowiu to ileal with that 
(juestion he woidd have api)roached the 
I'rotestant peojjle of Manitoba, not with 
a threat as was done by Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, but would have 'addressed him- 
self to the Ciiristian con.science uiid told 
them to give the minority the privileges 
of conscience they claimed lor them- 
Belves, and if the people of Manitoba re- 
mained obdurate there was always re- 
served the i)owers of the Constitution to 
fall liack upon. I'.ut before n^^>. try kucIi 
extre'oe measures as the Constitution 
provide:; let u'j fall biick on the methods 
wiiicli Sir Oliver .Mowat is sucli a 
master of. 

Next day, Mr. Laurier spoke to the 
electors of St. Uouhs in the French lan- 
guage. His speech is reported in La 
Patrie of the 9th, from its report tho 
following passage is taken: 

If the |)eople of Canada carry me to 
power, as I feel convinced they will, I 
will settle this question to tho satisfac- 
tion of all the partita interested. I will 
have with mo in my Government Sir 
Oliver Mowat, who has always been in 
Ontario, at the peril of his personal 
popularity, the cliami)iou of the Cath- 
olic minority and of separate schools. I 
will put him at the head of a commis- 
eion where all the interests at stake will 
be represented, and I assure you that 1 
will Buct^eed in satisfying those who auf 



which I have held in Ontario, that it 
was my desire to see the separate 
schools of Manitoba such as thev were 
before KSi)l). 

"If the jifaoplo of Canada carry mo to 
power, as I am convinced they will, I 
will settle thatc]uestion to the satisfac- 
tion of the Catholic nunority, for it is a 
debt wliich wo owe them." 

La I'atrie's report of the same Hjiecch 
'contains the following passage; 

" I am now going to claim the privi- 
lege of speaking openly and freely 
(abondament) oi tho school question. 

"It is the fault of that miserable 
Laurier, so they say, if this question 
has not been settled." I had 75 members 
who sunporled me in parliament; the 
government bad nearly 1-10. Should the 
settlement have been made by the 75, 
or by the I II)? When [ have 110 mem- 
bers behind me, and tliat will be before 
long, 1 give you my vy-ord of an honest 
man, that the question will be settled." 

It will bo observed that the above 
utteranois aro all, o.cccpt the first, taken 
from reports of Mr. Laurier's speeches 
that appeared in paperB favorable to bis 
policy. The accuracy of the extract 
from the Hansard roportcannot be ques- 
tioned. 

The iiitellii,'ent reader will see from 
the extracts from Mr. Laurier's speeches 
which we have cited, that if Sir Charles 
Tupper is to be opposed because he is a 
" coercionist " Mr. Laurier must also bo 
opposeil for the same reason. Mr. 
I.nunei- has talked a great ileal about 
eonei.intion, but, as everyone sees', it is 
re it ia his or anyone else's ])ower to coni- 
jie! the Manitobona to be conciliated. 
Sir Charles Tupper is beyond doubt 
quite ■ as desirous to have the 
Jlanitoba school question settled 
amicably as Mr. Laurier or imyone else 
in this nonunion can l)e, for tlie s^iiuple 
and sullicient reason that it is liis intei - 
ust to have it so settled. Kveryone who 
thinks must .see that the jjeacuable and 
f-iendly settlement of the AIntiitoba 
school dispute would remove the only 
formidable obstacle that lies in the way 
of his successful administration of tlie 
afVairs of this Donnnion. As ho is a man 
of common-sense and above all things a 
practical j)olitician, it reiiuires no un- 
common degree of discernment to gee 
that if, on the 23rd of this month, he is 
returned to Parliament with a working 
majority he will leave no stone unturn 
ed to have the Manitoba question set 
tied to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. This being the case, where 
is the dill'erence on this sch 
question between the policy of Sir 
Charles Tupper and the poUey of Hon. 
Wilfred Laurier? Both favor concilia- 
tion and both concede that remedial leg- 
islation should only be resorted to as a 
last resource. The policy of the two 
leailers being exactly the same, and both 
having the same end in view, nanielv, 
the amicable settlement of the school 
(|uestion, .Mr. Templemaii will have to 
admit tliat a strong, an experienced and 
resourceful statesman like Sir Charles 
Tupper will be much more likely to suc- 
ceed than an untried and vacillating pol- 
itician like .Mr. f.aurier.

worthless cheques. Ho is serving a six 
years sentence for forgery in the Georgia 
penitentiary. Yesterday afternoon his 
wife waa fiivea a decree absolute of 
divorce. Sidney Lascelles is the proper 
name of the spurious Lord Beres- 
fonl. When he began operations he 
pretemled he was Lord Heresford in dis- 
guit^e. ,-\ fler ini porting on many newly 
formed friends lie reerossed the .\tlantic 
to his native liirul. Tlien^ he met iMiH,s 
Maud Lileiitlial, of this city, wlio waa 
reported to lie very wealthy. He won 
her aireeli<iii,'' and the marriage took 
lilai'e on 1' ehrnary L', 181)1. The couple 
made their residence in tieorgia. After 
two years of married life Lascalles 
forged a draft for $1,200 on the 
Westminster bank, of London. His wife 
engaged the best legal talent and fought 
the ease, but he waa convicted and gen- 
t(!ii('ed to hLx years' imprisonment. In 
handing down Ins decree of absolute di- 
vorce, , lattice lieeman wrote a deiusion, 
allowing Mrs. ]^a,-:cellea to resume her 
maiden name. Hhe is also entitled to 
all the goods, honds, and property which 
she may have been bequeathed or to 
which sue may have become entitled 
ujion the deatti of any relative.

The factories and mills are 
still waiting for the rush of Ijusi- 
iicss Keen hist year, and in spite 
of narrow order.s at pro.sent, p.rc f^ener- 
ally liohling on with nuicli conlidence. 
Ciok' e.xports no longer alarm, for the 
<lato of t iie e;c piM'ted. icturn draws near. 
Tlie diK'liiio in wheat and cotton has 
helped marketing the HurpUi.s; while the 
c-.xporls liave been more liberal from 
Atlantic jiorts. Ksllniate.'i entitled to 
the most conlidence point to a ])roli table 
yield of 500,000,000 bushels of v/heat this 
year, which with the stock carried over 
„-will clear away any danger of opprea- 
eive charaes for breadstuffs, at the 
same time giving producer a fair 
return. The boot and aiioe industry is 
atill the most active, although new ord- 
ers have much diminiahed. Tlie Imrd- 
ost problem of the day is whetlier or not 
iron and steel prices can be maintained. 
Textile maiiiifacturnrs are wailing with 
some cotton goods reduced atill farther 
in price, i'.nd gingliama to the lowest 
point ever known, while no increaso ap- 
pears in the demand. Sales of wool still 
fall below liaU tbe quantity required for 
a full consumption, and prices have 
further declined. The failures of the 
week were 234 in the United Stales 
against 195 last year, and 29 in Canada 
asainst '2b last year.

Gentlemen:— The Dominion Elections are at 
hand, and it will be your privilege and duty 
to electa member to represent you in the House 

of Commons 

I have the honor to be chosen by a large 
portion ot the electors Irom oil parts of the 

iliKiriei to beeoiiio a candidate for the ofBce 
Uiatmii'il be lllled. 

Tho most Important subject before 
the public at ilio present lime I think 
is the Tariff iiuestion. In reviewing the 
lindgel Speech of the Kiuanco .Minister, 
we llnd that the Liberal t'onservntlvea 
were returned to power with a large niajorltv 
in 1878, and tho fiscal policy of the jiarty was the 
cause of that change. This policy has bpon 
carried out Blneo that time and has been en- 
dorsed by tho electors in ]R:h, lasj, 1SH7 and 
1891, and the policy in the future Is to be Unit 
of the past— a reasonal lo protection of ('im- 
adian interests. Tho ereat aim ol the Liberal 
Conservatives has been to encoiinigc lioino 
industries, and wo are all well aware that tlii.s 
could not be done without moderate iirotectioii, 
and on tliis jiiutleular uuestiiin Ihe eleetors 
from the /illantlc to the I'aclllc will pronouiino 
their veroi(!t in June. Wo liiid that thi^ is the 
great question that the Librml party expect to 
centre their arguments on. The country Is 
Hooded with the literature of that pnrtv, wliieli 
will deceive the unwary if possible, aiid iiiaku 
them lielieve that the Liberal Conservatives 
are the most eorruiit goverinneiit on the face of 
the earth. .Since ISUI we (iiid that the govern- 
nient has been gradually reducing the tarill' 
upon all articles that are In general use bv the 
working elasses in tho country. We see iii the 
Finance Mlnl»ter's Budget speech (Hon. Mr. 
roster) that the articles such as tea, colTeo and 
tin were entered free ol duty, which means 
that the government were considering the In- 
terests of the nuuses, and we llnd right along, 
year by vear, duties struck oil' articles whieli 
wereagrent burden to tlie people: iiiid we are 
piniiiised that the same polii'v will beeoiitiiiued 
until we have every ariiele in general use re- 
duced so tliiit we will have just eiiougli jiro- 
teetion to keep our neighbors across Ihe border, 
or any other eomitry. Irom Kelting nnv undue 
advantage over US. We are all aware that the 
policy of the United States Is a li igh protective 
one. Tlioy are not In favor ot leciiirocitv, 
preferential trade tliey care uothing aboiU, 
unless it Is to their advantage. Thev will give 
no iireferenee to us, and what are ihe Liberal 
party advocating— free trade, tree trade, a tarill' 
for revenue; in fact, when we find the Liberals 
ut their best their policy is noibi'ig more than 
what the Liberal Conservatives are carrying 
out at iirescnt. Hoar what we have from one 
of our local Liberal papers: 

"A tarill' readjustment docs not mean the 
wanton destruction of the iiidu8trle.s for tlie 
mere sake ol carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. The object is to help the industries 
of tbe country." 

And yet on the other hand we hear them 
crying from one end of the country to the other, 
the policy of the Liberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting onr natural industries is giving the 
mannfaciurers all the benefits— that thej- are 
tne only ones reaping the rieli harvest, ll Is 
iiniuissible for any government to become 'i>er- 
fecllii ayear.oreven '.10 years. Theyare llndiiig 
wut dally what is the best (or the great ina.ss ot 
the people, and I am glad to see that there are 
Hiieb proinifiing idgr.s that they will t)e returned 
to power by an ovcrwhelinliig majority. To 
tiiosc of us who have lived under the leign oi 
til.. Liberal Conservative iroverunieni. diiriug 
the last 17 years, and ^vbo have foil the great 
beiielita by the gradual reduction ot tho tarill', 
no argument to the contrary will convince ua 
that free trade will be a change lor the better. 
I say Canada for the Canadians first, last and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the subject 
that the Liberal jiaity are oxnectiug to ride 
into .jiower by. On this i|UCstlon 1 tlesire lo 
give iny hiimlde judgment, so that tho.se who 
have given this undesiralile question little 
considcralHUi may set^ thai British fair play 
will Tirevail at last. When Manitoba received 
her Consliiutian in 1.S70, the rights iif .Manitoba 
were protected by law. The iniuority at that 
time were tlie I'rotestants. After a number of 
years the separate schoolsdid not give justice 
to all. Tlioy were found lo be a great burden 
on the poor farmers and tho taxation becaine 
heavier on one portion of the peojile than thu 
other. Ttie schools were not up to. the standard 
of onr public schools, the teachers were below 
the standard, a spirit of dissatisfaction reigneii 
amongst the majority, who had by this time 
bcconH? Prote.^tiints, and the Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed tbe StateSclmols Act. In passing 
that act 1 consider that they did not give the 
niiuorlty that eonsideratlou "that the Nlarilime 
anil Eastern proviiu'ea had done. Thai was the 
right time Ihe iiue.siluii siioiild have been 
settled. After si.x years litigatiiui we lind that 
it has become a national quest ion. Kcmedial 
legislation us brought in by the gnver.ument 
has not been endorsed by the country. Tho 
Liberal porty have been divided on tlio ques- 
tion as well as tbe Conservatives, and the con- 
clusion that the wisest men in the country 
have come to is that the Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the matter in an honorable 
nianner to all concerned. I could not support 
Remedial LcgiS'atlon as bruiigbl In by tlie 
government, but ITOUld 8U])port any ineasure 
to give j tislice to all concerned, so long as the 
iMibllc school system is kept intact. IIou. Mr. 
l.aurier, ^vhi!e in H.C., said on t^vo occasions 
while heri' that we had the hfst scltuot tii/atcin in 
the country, and eoinineinted our jirovince 
highly on its adviiiiced school system. Having 
suidi testimony (and 1 believi,' be meant all he 
said) I have 'no hesitiilion \n saying we have 
about as iierfecl a school system as ihere is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters I believe we 
are on the Ihn shokl of a prosperous liiture. 
Our mineral rcsoutces. from onr borders to tlu! 
Arctic OccHii. indicate tliiit we have untold 
wealth wimin onr reach, ileiiig alive to those 
facts, it 18 our diilv to advertise our resources; 
to encourage English capital to coir.o and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. Tbe federal 
and provincial governinents iiiust do their 
parts also, and it wi'l be the duty of the mem- 
bers elected lo Ottawa lo see that justice is done. 

1 am 111 favor of tbe sutisidl/.ing of the C.W.R. 
lo a reasouahie extent, and endorse the action 
of the H.C. gincriimeiit on this question. 

The exte islou of the ¥.. ■k N. R. should be 
carried out at (Uicc, and the iiet!cs..ary appro- 
prlalloii should have been grunted ut the last 
session of our Dominion Parliament. 

The farmers of our district will require tho 
earnest attention of the local member consider' 
lug the scattered condltlou In which they arc 
pl.iced along onr coast, and on this Island. 

Markets rc(|ulre to be established in nil our 
jirlnidiial idties, facllilies for getliag to those 
markets, and reasonable rates by railway and 
ste^inicrs shnuld be given. As the governniont 
have to assist in this line, it is only reiisoiiable 
to expect that they will grunt every fiudlity in 
their power, and w"blidi 1 shall feel it my duty 
to urge, should I liave ll:e honor lo be elected. 

Our Postal system reiinircs investigation. The 
growing needs of ail parts of our district by 
rallwavs and steamers are not what we ro<iuire. 
The momber for the district will be held respon- 
sible In future for attentloti'toourvariousiioods. 
('onsldering our geographical condition I con- 
sider that we will require best consideration 
the Dominion government Can give, by makini; 
liberal appropriations lor public buildings, and 
for improving our coasts and harbors. 

Having been 17 years amongst you I conKldor 
I have a practical knowkdge ol the various 
wants of^ our district. If elueled I will devote 
my whole lime lo working for the best Interests 
of all; to unite and bind togellierall classes, an<i 
capital ami labor In all its branches, nnd will 
not coniiiilt mvself on any great iiieasure 
brought befoio parliament, without consulting 
the electors at the district. In conclusion, I ask 
for the support of all who desire the prosperity 
of our country.

only !■< per cent, protection, but .Mr. H, K. 
Ker pnimpllv eon t . teil him in this, telling 
liini that on 'v.beal bought in Seattle at .f Is

'fbe point .Ml', femplemau b, ■! mtende.l to 
make as to the higher iirutectiun on iminu- 
luri's \v;is thus sadly spoiled. He w«H mov- 
ing olllrom this subject when Mr. Ker put 
in a tinielv ipielioii : 

" What' i.s the duty,!' be asked, '•on 
mowers, and reapers, and scythes, and 
other machinery in coninioii use by the

Sir. Tenipleman said he was just al)nut 
to come to that. (Laugiiler.) The duty i- 
•J) jier cent., lint it was only redm ed to i hat 
in IMII, in deference to the agitation in 
Maniloha. He elaiiiied that this was re- 
ally a lioint in bis lavor, because the lai'- 
lories arc prospering yet, not wi thsi and mg 
the rccbiclion in the duties. 

.Mr. Ker asked leave to point old here 
that these factcn-ies were built up under the 
National I'olii^v, anil have thus hecn 
brought to their present comparalivcly 
stronjc position. 

Mr. Tonipleman refused to give 
the National I'olicy any credit lor 
the factories, but reverted to bis conten- 
tion [bat ibe farill diseriiimates 
against tlie I'arin.'rs. He cimceilcil that the 
Itritish Columbia fanners need protection 
and heuelit liv the iireseiit duties, and de- 
clared that in any i-e-arrangemenl ol the 
duties t heir interests woulil have to be cori- 
sidereil. He wished to say in conclusion 
that it is no more the policy of the Liberal 
party to introduce" free trade as they have 
It in liiigland " than "protection as they 
have it in China." He again erected lii.-i 
scarecrow about the reciiirocity claii.se 
which litis for years been in the Honumoii 
tttrilf,iind saiil this would enable ha> , ^crain 
and oats to be brought in Iree. 

.Mr. ICer here invited the sjieaKcr to stick 
to the facts, as oats^a very important item 
—are not in the list t'p which the reciprocal

'Mr Toiuplomau no.>:t recited the hood- 
ling charges of some years ago as a reason 
Whv the present government should be dis- 
placed (lo make room, though be . 111 not 
.■Mention this, for the remua.it o n: dis- 
missed and disgraced .Meicicr cab net who 
we now the running mates o Mr Launer). 

Taking up the matter of the .llritish I'a- 
cilic roUway, Mr. Templeman spoke much 



more temperately and politely tluui on the 
[irevions evening. He argueti that if the 
Jtritish I'acillo railway Is ever to receive aid 
from the Uominion government, as he be- 
lieved it should, it would not be from the 
party under the thumb of the C. P. R., 
but only after the present goveriinieiit are 
turned "out of power. He thought itstrange 
that Col. Prior should have stated to tb.e 
Hoard of Trade that the Dominion goveni- 
aeail were iireiiared lo aiil the Itritisb I'a 
eilic bad they lieen permitted to pass the 
estimates, when it is renieinbcred t hat on 
a recent occasion the in-oviucial govern- 
ment, with all the pres-iure hningbt to bciir 
upon thern, rel'useii to put anything at all 
in their estimates in support of that enter- 
prise. 

Mr. I-:. V. Ilodwell (from the rear of the 
hall) - 'I'liey could not nnl anything in the 
estimates for the Kritish raeiiic railway un- 
til it had a Pomiidon ('barter and had lii'en 
declared a work I'or the general benclit of 
Canada, it would !n' unconstitutional. 

Mr. Teiniileniau accepting this cinistitn- 
tional rilling proceeded to characterize t'ol. 
I'rior's statement to the Hoard of Trade as 
.1 •■ mean piece of political claptrap thrown 
out to dective tlie people of Vic- 
toria." He thought it "a shame 
and a disgrace " to make a political use 
of this (piestion, especially since "Mr. 
[.aiirier is willing by letters to myself to 
give every aid and eni'ouragemeiil to the 
Lriti-h I'acitie." He tbought that would 
do Prior and Karle no good— •' t hey might 
just as well get Premier Turner to make a 
speech I'or tliem." In conclusion be de- 
clared his eternal devotion to tiie liiilir.li 
I'acilic, which he wished to see assiste<l 
"just OS soon as the promoters have anv- 
tliiiig like a business proposition to sno- 
mit." The greater iiroportion of tlio as- 
sistance, iie held, must come from the 
Dominion government rather than from 
this city or this province. He knew very 
well that it is the desire of all the people of 
Victoria that this road slioiild be built, and 
therefore it would be suicidal for him to ad- 
vocate aiiythiiig else. 

Re.«]»ecting his queer statement of the 
previous evening that this province 
paid to the Dominion during 18!I4 
a million dollars more than the 
total amount received from (hat source, 
he ileelarcil that there bad been a dill'er- 
ence ofahmit a million for each of the ten 
years prei 1,. that, and before that the 
"figures were relatively the .samel He also 
stuck to his gerrynumder story in connec- 
tion with the bill to allow polling statiiius 
to he ojieiied in the outlying districts' of this 
constituency, which .^^r. Alartiii of Winni- 
peg had talked out at the request of the 
opjiosition in Victoria. Mr. .Sere and 
others having told him that the bill did 
not contenlj3late disfranchising anj'one, 
Mr. Templeman politely retorted that he 
supposed the local Conservatives are "so 
stupid that they cannot sec it themselves," 
He lulmitteil, however, that there are too 
many voters on the list in subivisimi No. 11. 

.Mr. .losenh Tracey- If .Mr. Martin 
didn't take lialf tin hour each to sM car hon- 
est voters they could get along better. 
(1 1 reat laughter. ) 

Dr. Milne being iie.M called on, promised 
to be brief, as he said the lirst speaker had 
covered the ground. He took up the school 
issue, r. viewing history in aneflbrt to show 
why the minority in Aiaiiitoba should not 
receive the protection of the law enacted 
for their beiielit. He read the resolution 
introduced at the Methodist conference in 
Winnipeg yesterday in sujiport of his posi- 
tion, lint a i|Uesti<Mi by .^fr. Ker brought 
out the hict not before nienlioned 
that the resolution liad not vet 
heeu passed, and therefore shows 
nothing on either side. .\s to the trade 
policy, Dr. .Millie thought the cities are not 
prospering as they should, and the jiolicy 
of the Liberal party would be to reiiuce tlii' 
duties on raw materials for the benclit of 
the manufacturer^. (At Soanich the Hooior 
said : " It's the man tifacturer.s we're after") 
He eNplained that his ]iresent views on 
this point are not the result of several 
niauulaeturers being loiiiid among the 
followers of .Mr. Lauiiei', as stated in 
the Coi.oMsr, but rather held that tin- 
inanufaetii rers are going over to Mr. Laii- 
rier because they lind out that be i.- not to 
inj lire them. 

'He criticised the policy of sub-^i'Tein;^ ilie 
.Australian sHamers, lieiaiise be said they 
bring agricultural produce here to compete

-V Voice— How much? 

I )r. .M line .said he could not say how much, 
hut they , b^iught some, and he read from 
the proceedings of the colonial conference 
at Ottawa to <\\i>w that the .\ list ra I iai s 
expect t'i ^ell I heii- canned beef am I iin t- 
tiui in thi~ liiiiniiiion. ( Tlie .-liips rerriiih' 
leaving here tor .\ii>iralia ha\e lieeii lilleil 
to the balehes w itii Manitoba '^-rain and 
hour. I lie argoe'd, i herefoi-r, that tb" 
pre-eiit I)iiniiiiion L'oven i iiiei it d i not take

Ili' elaimed ereilil lor the l.ili- 
erals, however, for having raised their

.Mr. ilraiit, of (iovernnient street, came 
forward a- one of the man nl'iiet u rers who 
fivor the poliev advocated bv Mes.srs. Teni- 
pleman and .M'ilne. His idea is, he said, to 
make this country a che.ip place to live in. 
and he favored giving prelerence lo I ireat 
Kritain lather than to the United States or 
( iermar.y. 

Mr. liodwell was then called up ami an- 
nounced by the chair as last speaker. He 
expressed tlie pleasure be bad in making the 
ac(|naintance of the people of this district. 
He admitted that every man in this coun-

.Mr. Hoihvell i;liougbt it strange that the

Uoilwcll also inlroilucwt the Point EUieo 
bridge disaster— discUiiiuing. any idea of 
making political use (jli-lt-^iIleRirig that 
the powder niagiizine wliioli the Dominion 
government have failed to remove from 
l!ea<'on Hill, is ajit to cause even greater 
loss of life. An elonueiit arraignment of 
boodlers on the other side of ]iolitii'S from 
the s|ieaker's was interruiited by the i|Ue.s- 
timi jiut by Mr. .Tracey, ".What else can 
you expect when no rchgioii Is taught in 
the schools T' and this .qiiestion remained 
unanswered when' some' minutes late'r, Mr-

" This ends the business," announced 
the cliairman when Mr. Bodwell sat down 
at 11::{0, but Mr, Ker stepjied to the front 
pnjmising not to occupy many minutes 
wliile he 'ouclied brielly iiiiou some of the 
matters alluded lo during the evening.

Mr. Ker, wucu his turn came again, iiro- 
ceeded with his address, asking how the 
I^aurier policy of diminished tarill' could 
provide hir the liritish Pacific railway or 
any other g'reat public enterprise. 

.Si r. (iregi; interrupting' imain stated his 
private 0]iinion of the C.l'.li. at such 
length tluit when Mr. Ker next got an in- 
nings he asked if .Mr. 'fenndeman could not 
keep his employee (jiiiet for a little while. 
In conclusion, he advised his friends 
amongst the electors of Cedar Hill district 
to stand by their old representatives. 
Messrs. l^arle and Prior, ;ind he wished 
lo a<ld that he never bad bad more coii- 
lidence in anything than in the election of 
those gent lemen and the trium|)b of the 
Liberal Conservative government through-
